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THE PAN AM DEAL 
The proposed purchase of a sizable bloc of Pan 
American stock by the government of Iran poses a thorny 
question. 


To what extent should the United States permit in­ 
vestment by foreign governments in industries which, in 
case of war, are strategic to the nation’s survival? 


The Pan Am deal would transfer 13 to 15 per cent of 
the firm ’s stock to Air Iran, the Iranian government- 
owned airline, and place one Iranian on Pan Am’s 17- 
member board of directors. The transaction, of itself, is 
probably not of sufficient magnitude to give Iran much of 
a voice in company decisions, and controls designed to 
protect Pan Am’s possible defense role are written into 
the deal. 


Even so, the transaction stirs misgivings, Iran views 
it as merely the first step in long-range plans to invest 
between $10 billion and $12 billion in American industry, 
particularly agribusiness. In wartime, food production is 
probably the most strategic activity of all. 


At present Iran is an ally, tied to the United States by 
mutual defense commitments. The everpresent threat of 
the Soviet Union on its northern borders swings Iran into 
the Western orbit. The Arab-Israeli conflict, however 
theatens the fabric of the alliance. In case of renewed 
war, Iran has indicated its open support of the Arab 
cause. Hence, today’s ally is also a potential adversary in 
the context of Mideast uncertainties. 


In recent days, Europe has witnessed a shocking 
misuse of oil wealth by Arab governments. Using their 
financial power as a political weapon, Arab governments 
have been acting in concert to blacklist Jewish banks and 
force them out of the international loan market. Let there 
be no mistake about how massive Arab investments in the 
United States could be used. 


While the level of foreign investment in the United 
States is still relatively modest, consideration should be 
given to legal restraints. In this connection, we think, a 
distinction needs to be drawn between investments by 
foreign individuals and investments by foreign govern­ 
ments. The individual investor is most concerned with his 
own economic interests. His role should be encouraged. A 
foreign government, on the other hand, may put political 
considerations first, especially during periods of crisis. 


It is involvement by foreign governments in America’s 
economy that should be carefully scrutinized and limited.

You got the im­ 
pression from his talk that 
security would be tightened to 
return it to a maximum security 
institution with better controls.

We may be 
seeing a new trend where in­ 
stitutions will be filled like a few 
years ago.” 
Population at the State Prison 
peaked near 2,700 some ten 
years 
ago. 
Jenkins 
said: 
Nationwide, with the exception 
of only five states, there has 
been a reduction in prison 
population while crime is in­ 
creasing. Statistics which came 
out of the Presidential Crime 
Commission ten years ago are 
rather accurate today. Some 2.7 
million crimes are reported 
each year, 70,000 arrests made, 
and 63,000 individuals actually 
went to prison. On the average 
day in the United States, 8,000 
people go into a correctional 
setting. If my mathematics are 
correct, it takes about a year 
and one half for the equivalent 
of the entire 
population of 
Indiana to go through the 
clanging doors of an institution. 
It is an alarming figure.” 
While the population is down, 
Jenkins believes the offenders 
are more violent and voliatile 
than before. He said: “Of the 
1,200 we have in Michigan City, 
we have right at 400 who are 
there on a homocide. This does 
not include those who were 
convicted of serious asaults plea 
bargained down from murder or 
homicide. When the population 
was 2,7000, we might have had 
400 people there on homicide, 
but we had more on property 
offenses then we have today.” 
Right now the staff is full, but 
a few short months ago some 28 
vacancies were unfilled. 
He 
attributed the full staff to the 
economic condition, but feels 
better pay is a must to provide 
an opportunity for those who 
want to specialize in making a 
career in corrections. Based 
upon past experience, em ­ 
ployees will choose industry 
when jobs are available. The 
$645 per month pay is about $500 
a month take-home, not enough 
to raise a family or make the job 
attractive to the highest type 
individual. He believes he has a 
good nucleus to build a staff, but 
found morale very low. 
When faced with a short staff, 
he observed an administrator 
had to allow more input by in­ 
mates, not all bad but he ob­ 
served giving free rein is a poor 
policy. 
He 
observed 
that 
Arkansas used armed inmates 
as guards, but he wanted to be 
responsible 
to 
citizens 
of 
Indiana. 
One of his first objectives is 
improvement of food, which he 
is “giving high priority.” High 
quality food is obtained, but not 
properly prepared, and needs 
upgrading. He observed if you 
did not have good food, the 
whole institution could “blow up 
in your face.” Inmates serve as 
cooks and a cook and bakers 
school is needed, along with 
upgrading of the staff. 
Jenkins 
w ants 
a 
better 
communications system with 
walkie-talkies connecting the 
towers and staff working in the 
yard within the walls. They 
may not be needed, but he wants 
communications available when 
and if i( is required. He has 
discussed the , possibility of 
obtaining Federal funds for this 
problem, and has a legislative 
budget hearing on March 9. 
Corrections has not attracted 
public support except during 
times of crisis.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
Shoppers who think prices have 
skyrocketed during the past 
year should have seen m er­ 
chants’ signs 
more than 
a 
century ago in California Gold 
Rush country. 
“Eggs, $1 each,” was one 
price greeting prospectors near 
Coloma, Calif., where gold was 
discovered near Sutter’s Mill in 
the American River on Jan. 24, 
1848. 
Before that, eggs were often 
given away. 
Smart 
California 
business­ 
men, sensing a possible gold 
rush 
as 
the 
news 
of 
the 
discovery filtered east, began 
buying up everything in sight 
that a prospector might need. 


Within a year, the rush was 
on, and the biggest bonanza 
was in merchandising. 
In remote camps along the 
Sierra, eggs went as high as $3 
each and potatoes sold for 50 
cents apiece. 
“ Most people forgot what an 
egg looked like,” wrote one 
historian. 
In San Francisco, which grew 
alm ost overnight from a tiny 
settlement to a bustling city, 
lots rose from' $12 each to 
$10,000 each. One builder used 
bricks costing $1 each. 
Compared to 
1975 
prices, 
some items in San Francisco 
w eren’t too extravagant. For 
instance, a haircut and shave 
cost $1.50, and fresh beef went 
for 50 cents a pound. Interest 


on 
borrowed 
money 
ranged 
from 8 to 15 per cent. 
Farther 
north 
at 
the 
El 
Dorado Hotel in Hangtown, now 
Placerville, a menu showed 
grizzly 
bear 
roast 
for 
$1; 
jackrabbit whole, $1.50; 
two 
codfish balls for 75 cents and 
baked beans, $1. 
“Gold scales at the end of the 
bar,” a 
sign on the lunch 
counter read. 
Miners often had gold, but in 
rem ote a re a s were short of 
everything else. According to 
the M ercantile Trust Co., of 
California, there were certain 
diggings were prospectors paid 
$800 for a barrel of flour and 


picks shovels and gold pans 
cost $100 each. 
A gallon of rot gut whisky 
went as high as $100, and those 
who overdrank 
and 
needed 
medication paid $1 apiece for 
liver pills. 
Despite high prices, wages 
were low and 
the lure for 
sudden wealth that saw 100,000 
miners hunting gold in the peak 
year 
of 
1852 
depleted 
the 
available goods rapidly. 
A mea! in San Francisco at 
the time cost $5, but laborers 
were paid only $1 an hour. 
Skilled mechanics got $2 to $20 
a day, but had to pay $12 to 
have their clothes laundered.

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Ripley Judge Suspended 
By State Supreme Court 


INDIANAPOLIS

The Indiana Suprem e Court, in 
an unprecedented m ove, Thurs­ 
d ay suspended Ripley Circuit 
Court Judge Lendall B. Terry 
on g ro u n d s he v io la te d five 
rules of the Code of Judicial 
Conduct and Ethics. 
The action was unprecedent­ 
ed in that it was the first time 
in In d ia n a h isto ry a circ u it 
judge, who is a constitutional 
officer, has ever been suspen­ 
ded. 
T e rry ’s suspension is indefi­ 
nite and without pay, but he 
w as not barred from practicing 
a s a lawyer. 
The court divided 4-1 on the 
question of suspension and 3-2 
on som e other portions of the 
m ajority court opinion in a case 
that 
has 
been 
before 
the 
Suprem e Court in one way or 
another since 1973. 
The Supreme Court, in an 
o rd er written by Justice Donald 
E. Hunter, appointed Joseph L. 
Hensley, a Madison attorney 
and form er state legislator, to 
se rv e as judge pro tem pore of 
the Ripley Circuit Court, at the 
s a m e pay Terry had received. 
Indications were that the action 
of selecting a replacem ent from 
an o th er 
county 
w as 
taken 
because 
the 
long-continuing 
dispute nas created rifts within 
Ripley County that justify a 
non-resident judge. 
The Suprem e Court m ajority 
opinion states that “ it is with 
reluctance that we accept the 
g ra v e constitutional responsibil­ 
ity 
of 
disciplining 
a 
fellow 
judge, however, duty dem ands 
it. F ro m the record we m ust 
conclude there is a breakdown 
in the im partial adm inistration 
of justice in the Ripley Circuit 
Court. The evidence affirm a­ 
tively 
dem onstrates 
respon­ 
d e n t’s (Terry) lack of judicial 
tem p eram en t and his unfitness 
to occupy judicial office.” 
T he opinion finds that Terry 
violated these rules of the Code 
of 
J u d ic ia l 
C o n d u ct 
an d 
E th ic s.” 
—Avoidance of im propriety. 
The 
m ajority 
opinion 
cited 
T e r r y ’s ac tio n s in w h ich he 
“ su m m a rily rem oved” Ripley 
County Welfare Board m em b er 
J. Melvin Sedam in 1973 and 
“ m a d e a false entry showing 
that 
a 
hearing 
had 
been 
conducted in the m a tte r ” . 


T hen 
when 
the 
S uprem e 
Court w as brought into the fight 
over the removal of S edam and 
ordered the judge to expunge 
the 
rem oval 
and 
g ra n t 
a 
change of venue from his court, 
the opinion states that he failed 
to com ply. 
As a result 
the 
S uprem e 
Court 
found 
T erry 
guilty of contempt on Oct. 8, 
1973 and fined him $500. It was

ag ain st a circuit court judge in 
23 y ea rs.
